REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose, teach, suggest, or provide motivation for 
combining to result in the instantly claimed apparatus and method. None of the prior art 
of record teaches a cyclone system with an inner and outer liner, a housing, and 
displacement means to displace the inner liner while the inner liner remains within the 
housing. Additionally, none of the prior art of record teaches the instantly claimed 
method utilizing the structural features claimed in the method. The closest prior art of 
record teaches a displaceable inner liner which is inside an outer liner, however, there is 
not disclosed a housing which contains the inner and outer liner and also contains the 
inner liner in both operative and inoperative positions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
